Last night Senator Quay was the 


hero as \* ell oa i lie idol of the Pennsyl- 
vania politictuus of all degrees of prom- 
inence. His rooms at the Lochiel hotel 
have been constantly besieged since the 
ooi- vent it m ended by men anxious to { 
pay homage to his matchless leader- 
ship. The senator takes all of the praise 
and congratulations that are being 
showered upon him with his usual sto- 
icism, and so far as catward npponr- 
ances go his demeanor is just the same 
as when the fight seemed to be guiug 
against him. 


The convention, which started out 


with every promise of being one of the 
most exciting ever known m the state, 
developed into a "love feast," and 
wound up abo»t as tamely as any ever 
seen here. 
* 
The first battle between the factions 


came on the election of a temporary 
chairman. The Quay candidate won 
by a majority of 30, aud after this the 
senator had bis own way completely. 


An incident of the day was the offer- 


ing by Senator Uuay of a resolution 
calling for the purification of politics 
and civil servico in all branches of the 
public service, which was afterward 
embodied m the platform 


Regarding this document there was 


much discussion iu committee. Because 
of the fear that the outside rabble might 
break in it was deemed unwise to open 
the doors of the hall after all entitled to 
admission were inside, and it was neces- 
sary for the 50 platform makers to get 
iu one corner aud discuss their business. 
The anti-Quay minority, tod by Con- 
gressman Dalzell, fought for a more 
definite expression m favor of sound 
money, and being outvoted in commit- 
tee brought their fight to the conven- 
tion floor and their carried their point 
without much opposition, Senator Quay 
accepting their plank as an addition to 
the one in his platform. 


The resolutions were prepared by 


men opposed to Governor Buatmgs, aud 
the matter of indorsing his administra- 
tion wits very nearly ovej^iokod, a 
thoughtful delegate offering ^ae neces- 
sary resolution a few munntes before 
final adjournment. The day was the 
hottest of the season and for more than 
four hours the delegates, newspaper 
men and spectators ware imprisoned m 
a sweltering atmosphere without either 
food or drmk. With a few exceptions 
everv man sat iu hi-* shirt slee? M, Sena- 
tor Quay being one of the first to sot 
the example. 
The delegates who arrived early found 


over 125 men m the ball guarding the 
entrance to prevent roughs and heelers 
from Uking possession of the premises. 
They had been there all night and 
phowed evidences of their long vigil as 
they inarched out of the hall shortly bo- 
fore the hour of convening. 


Although there was an outward indi- 


cation of harmony and forgiveness, H is 
said that this extends only to (Governor 
Hastings and his friends. Those oa the 
platform observed that Senator Quay 
did not look at or speak to C. L Magee, 
David Martin or Senator Porter, the 
man who have led the fight against him,

phrase it, becomes the first requisite op- 
eration as soon as the shoe is removwl 
from the foot The thumb ot the smith, 
sometimes his pincers, is applied opOB 
the corn to ascertain it* condition—hard 
and unimpressionable, soft 
or springy and fluctuating, M tta 
may happen to be. If it be found 4| % 
state in-which no impression can te 
made npon it by the thumb, from tb*> 
horn over it being thick or dry and bard, 
the paring commences, consisting w 
skillfully shaving the horn away ia M 
thin flakes as possible, so as not to 0t> 
danger cutting through the corn, and 
the operation is ever and aiion suspend- 
ed for a moment to admit of the reap* 
plication of the thumb to ascertain 
what substance of horn may yet remain. 


"A corn in a strong, narrow foot hav- 


ing a thick coating of horn will require 
a good deal of paring before this t 
13 produced. On the contrary, when i 
foot is a flat and "-•>•«£ one, with 
ingnbss of wall and sole, the utmost . 
caution in paring and frequent thumb 
feeling will be demanded, lest the draw- 
ing knife should slip through the tola - 
substance of horn. 


"When extensive eochymosin is pres- 


ent, so that the flakes of horn oomo 
away deeply stained red, we may ex- 
pect sometimes, in recent corns even, to 
find a soft or boggy condition of the bot- 
tom of the corn, where the extravasated 
blood has not yet worked through or be- 
come inspissated and dried. Should this 
be fonnd to be the case the paring must 
be suspended and the foot, after being 
immersed in a warm bath, dressed with, 
some astringent or mild antiseptic, such 
as a solution of sulphate of copper, for 
a day or two, which will tend to dry 
the corn up before the shoe be reapplied. 
The paring of the corn being completed, 
it is usually advisable to uniformly thin 
the reinaiuibg parts of the sole as well, 
which will likewise tend to give ease, 
though in the case of the flat foot but 
very little or perhaps no such redaction 
of substance may be called for. 


"The shoe proper for a foot with 


corns must be made to serve the pur- 
pose of protection to the corn place 
while it bears npon parts of the hoof 
which in nowise, either directly or in- 
directly, communicate pain." 


New Sulky. 


One of the main points in the con- 


struction of the sulky has been to so 
shape it that it might be hitched 
close to the horse. Iu fact, every i 
points out that his machine permit* it 
to be so hitched. Following apparently 
the line of reasoning that a close hitch 
was a point in a sulky's favor, a gentle- 
man iii Connecticut has evolved A sulky 
of which the seat is so situated thai 
the driver will, when he mounts it, be 
poised directly above the horse's coup- 
ling—to wit, that part of his body 
where the loin joins the quarters. Thia 
will therefore bring the wheels along- 
side the horse instead of behind him 
and will bring Uie perfection of the ad- 
vantage gained by the "close hitch." To 
all appearances the new device doe* not 
differ materially from the present i 
except that it looks aa though it' 
bnilt higher and had been pushed too 
tar ahead. In other words that a bicycle 
sulky with a very high, much arched 
axle had been thrust forward till the 
seat, instead of being just behind the 
horse's tail, was over hie coupling. TWe 
naturally brings tic whsxsls each sid* *f 
the horse about midway between hie 
hind and fore legs. The inventor inaifltt 
that he has made sufficient trial of his 
new device to impress him with the be- 
lief that it will play no unimportant 
part in the reduction of the harness no* 
ords,—- Exchange.

That 
was one of the prettiest things I ever 
knew tho rebels to do, and our boys ap- 
preciated it too. 


Here's another story of how Buch- 


anan Reed came to write that dashing 
poem, 'Sheridan's Bide,' with which 
every one is familiar. Reed was ou my 
stuff at tho siege of Cincinnati. He had 
been living m that city, but he came 
originally from Pennsylvania, and was 
as much at home in Philadelphia, New 
York, Boston, Rome, Dnsseldorf, Lon- 
don or Paris as in the county of Ches- 
ter, which gave him birth. He went to 
Cincinnati us a tailor's apprentice, then 
became a student of sculpture under 
Cluveuger aud carved angel faces upon 
freestone 
monuments. 
Abandoning 


sculpture ho took up art and mental cnl 
tnre. When I knew him in 1862, ho hat 
been all over the world and had lived in 
all of the largo cities. He had written 
quite a unmbor of war poems. 
" 'Sheridan's Ride' was written the 


1st of Nuv ember, lbG4. Alurdoch, th 
actor, was to be given aft ovation in 
Pike's Opera House. Murdoch was read 
ing Harper's Weekly that morning, am 
npon tho title page was the thrilling 
picture of Sheridan's ride to the front 
A friend suggested that there was 
i 


poem iu the picture, and asked if hi 
could uot have one written for the acto 
to recite, at his ovation. Murdoch ex 
pressed Ins doubts at being able to mem 
orize the piece in time. But the frien 
sought Reed, who enthused upou seeing 
the picture, aud during tho afternoon 
the, poem w.is tiiiished. Before the iu 
had dried on the paper Murdoch was 
committing the verses to memory. Tha 
night Murdoch inimitably interpretet 
that poem, and peal after peal of enthu 
siaRin punctuated the last three glowiu 
verses. Both Murdoch and Reed were 
called before the footlights to receive 
congratulations. 
Reed afterward gave 


me the manuscript of that poem. The 
author told me that he. took nothing to 
his room sa\o a pot of black tea, at 
which he sipped as he wrote. 'That 
poem, with its faults,' said he, 'came 
from no inspiration of the bottle. I 
would like to have corrected some of 
those fault.1-', but Bayard Taylor advised 
me uot to allow the least change or 
emendation, but to let it stand as writ- 
ten. It now stands as tuo muse gave 
it.' "—Washington Cor. Cincinnati Ku- 
quirer.
